It is noteworthy
that the rates of interest pald for carrylng gold ad-
wanoed from four per cent to the highest point of the
day after it became known that the meeting at the
Clearing House at one o'clock bad resulted in a vote
of tirty-one to twenty-four against receiving the
proposed issue of new three per cent oertificates in
pettlement of the balances between the banks, show-
ing that the effect of this proceeding was Instantane-
ously felt in renewed distrust, During the forenoon
4t wae confidently expected that reilef would come
from this source, and the disappointment was, there-
fore, all the greater when the true state of the case
became known. The speculative rallway shares felt
the shock at once, and Erie and New York Central
declined two per cent within as many minutes, The
banks and private money lenders dréw their purse
serings cloger, and the previous stringency was
aggravated by fears for the future. From an
elghth to a quarter per cent was pald
for “turning” stocks tll  to-morrow, and
Jarge amonnts of New York Central were carried over
for o day by the holders paying a commission of
$14 on each hupdred shares. The general rate for
eall loans, both at the banks and among the private
bankers, wia seven per cent in gold, but in nota
few instances a commission was pald In addition.
